HEALTH INSURANCE. 
THE REFEREB SYSTEM. 


A epecial meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Approved Societies’ Association of 
Ireland was held at Cavendish House, Dublin, 
on Tuesday, Mr. J. D. Nugent (President) in 
the chair. Consideration was given to com- 
munications from the Ministry of Health, 
London, and Ministry of Labour (Northern 
Ireland), Belfast, with reference io recent 
legislation, by which the cost of medical certi- 
fication in Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
is to be provided from the funds of approved 
societies until December, 1923, in pursuance of 
an arrangement with the Consultative Com- 
mittees of approved societies in Great Britain 
and in Northern Ireland respectively. It was 
also announced that the Regiogal Medical 
Referee System is now in full operation in 
Great Britain, and should be of considerable 
assistance to societies in administering the 
benefits of the Act, and safeguarding the funds 
of insured members. 

With regard to Southern Ireland, no change 
has taken place, and the cost of medical certi- 
fication is still paid by the State. In view of 
the very unsatisfactory situation created by 
the absence of an adequate referes system, and 
having regard to other important aspects of the 
Health Insurance scheme, the Executive were 
strongly of opinion that a Consultative Com- 
mittee should also be set up by the Minister 
responsible in Southern Ireland,

In the Provisional Parliament yesterday 
the Minister for Home Affairs moved the 
second reading of the Frée State Con- 
stitution Bill. He gave the members an 
admirable survey of the powers and 


Ri 


Irish people, reminded them of their 
duties of obligation and honour, and 
warned them against the danger of any 
divergence from the path which has been 
appointed for them by the nation’s will. 
We welcome especially the temper-of Mr. 
O’Higgins’s references to the Southern 
minority. He asked Parliament, as Presi- 
dent Cosgrave already had asked it, to 
fulfil Mr. Arthur Griffith’s pledges, not 
grudgingly, but with a cheerful spirit. 
The Southérn Unionists are ready to take 
their place as “part and parcel of the 
nation.” They claim that place not as a 
concession, but as a right; and it is only 
on the basis of equal rights and oppor- 
tunities for men of all creeds*and classes 
that the Free State can hope to prosper. 
Mr. O’Higgins spoke of the “real fears ” 
of the Southern minority. Of course it 
has real fears, but they are not selfish 
fears. ‘They embrace the whole country; 
and, if they are fulfilled, it is not only 
the Southern Unionists who will suffer. 
In honouring Mr. Griffith's pledges Parlia- 
ment will bring into the political and 
economic life of Ireland forces that are 
indispensable to her welfare. It will show 
true wisdom, therefore, in making the 
“generous gesture’* for which the 
Minister appeals. 

A stage has been reached now when the 
country must demand less oratory, less 
finessing and more work—quiet, persistent 
work—from the members of the Pro- 
visional Parliament. Perhaps, it will 
be a little more critical of the conduct 
of its representatives now that they have 
voted unto themselves salaries out of the 
taxpayers’ money. The salaries which 
were voted yesterday, on the recommenda- 
tion of a special committee, ought to give 
to Ministers and members a stronger feel- 
ing of responsibility, and to the. general 
public a stronger feeling of proprietorship. 
It will not be objected, we think, that 
these salaries have been fixed on an 
extravagant scale. The office of Presi- 
dent of the Ministry ought to be at least 
as dignified and important as that of a 
Judge of the High Court. The heads of 
departments of State which control great 
national interests are worth £1,700 
per annum, af they sre worthy of their 
offices. Since the principle of payment 
of members has been accepted everywhere, 
£360 per annum “towards expenses ”” 
seems to be a not unreasonable allowance 
for members of the Irish Parliament; and 
the country will become reconciled to their 
free passes on the railways if the con- 
cession gives them a livelier interest in the 
problem of railway reform. The really 
important thing is not the size of our 
Ministers’ salaries, but the necessity that 
they shall earn them. The people would 
pay £10,000 a year very cheerfully to every 
member of an Executive that would 
guarantee to restore order, to revive trade 
and to reduce income tax within the next 
six months.

There was an unpleasant “scene” ín 
Parliament yesterday, and, while we 
deplore the conduct of those who created 
it, we cannot hold the Government entirely 
free from blame. When arms were 
raised against the State the Government 
established a military censorship which, 
on the whole, did its work considerately 
and well, Recently we were informed that 
the military censorship had been abolished, 
and the newspapers, with a sigh of relied, 
ceased to submit their proofs to the official 
pencil, It appears, however, that a sort 
of censorship, which we know not whether 
to describe as military or civil, still exists. 
The newspapers have been ordered on 
several occasions during the last fortnight 
to omit passages from reports which their 
staffs had prepared in the ordinary way. 
One of these reports concerned the alleged 
treatment of Republican prisoners. Another 
contained the evidence and verdict at an 
inquest in Dublin. We do not profess to 
understand the causes of these suppres- 
sions > but we have clear convictions on 
two points, One is that, whilea strict mili- 
tary censorship is logical and tolerable, 
an undefined,. spasmodic cepsorship is a | 
grave nuisance, The other point is that 
the suppréssion of news, except on the 
most clearly defined principles, is likely 
to generaté suépicion and distrust. Charges 
against the Government or its servants,. 
whether they be false or true, are made 
more, rather than less, plausible by an 
atmosphere of secrecy.

Lord Grey’s Views. © 

The letter which Viscount Grey ‘ui 
Fallodon “has addressed to the Editor of 
The Times on thé Near Eastern problem} 
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Grey believes that the Government’s 
manifesto of last Saturday was a serious 
mistake. He declares that its immediate 
result was the withdrawal of the French 
flag from Chanak, the town on the border 
ef the neutral .zone which Mustapha 
Kemal is so anxious to occupy; but our 
London Correspondent tells us that the 
French never were in Chanak, and it is 
more than likely that on this point Lord 
Grey is misinformed. Nevertheless, while 
we do not necessarily agree with his 
condemnation of the Cabinet’s statement 
of policy, there is no doubt that a 
breach with France would-be a calamity 
the consequences of which might be 
“more . disastrous than thought can 
measure or words can express.” It would 
be a calamity also for France, and this 
is a fact which most of the Government s 
critics seem to forget. We agree whole- 
heartedly that Earl Curzon ought to leave 
no stone unturned to secure a common 
policy with the French; but it would be 
absurd to expect Britain to give way on 
everything, merely in order to placate M. 
Poincaré’s wrath. Quite possibly the 
Government’s manifesto last week might 
have been drafted in a more conciliatory 
tone. It certainly ought to have been 
sent to France before it was published ; 
but it undoubtedly represents the views of 
the great majority of British citizens. 
The Straits must be free. There is no 
room for compromise here, and any 
British Minister who should consent even 
to discuss the matter would be guilty of a 
betrayal of his trust. Fortunately, France 
has given proof of her determination to 
support Britain’s policy in this respect. 
Shé realises the dangers which would 
attend Turkey's control of the Straits, 
and the use which certainly would bs 
made of it by the Bolsheviks. Between 
the Allies, therefore, there really is very 
little difference, and their failure to 
achieve the “real concert” of which 
Lord Grey speaks would reflect “very 
badly on both Lord Curzon and M. Poin- 
caré. These two statesmen, with Count 
Sforza, of Italy, are conferring at present 
in Paris, and already are reported to have 
arranged for an early conference with the 
Turks, Greeks, Jugo-Slavs, and Ruma- 
nians. When that conference meets the 
British Government must strain every 
nerve to preserve unity of policy with the 
French. 


A Great School. 


Yesterday some four hundred boys of 
the Royal Hibernian Military School lett 
Dublin en route for Shorncliffe, where 
they will find a new home. We live in a 
time of many changes. Nearly every 
day sees the uprooting of old and 
treasured institutions. One by one, 
Ireland shedding the tradition of 
centuries. Since the treaty was signed 
in London last December many monu- 
ments of Irish history have changed 
hands, Dublin Castle, the Curragh Camp, 
the Royal Irish Constabulary Dépét in the 
Phenix Park—these and many others 
passed, and men grieved at their passing ; 
but when the. boys of the Hibernian 
School took their last leave of Ireland yes- 
terday one felt that the break was com- 
plete. Four hundred Irish lads Have 
gone into exile—lads of whom any nation 
might be proud, Ten years hence they 
will be splendid men, whose training has 
fitted them to play important parts in 
their country’s life, and whose standards 
of honour and conduct will be an asset to 
any community in which they may be 
found. The Royal Hibernian Military 
School has produced many fine Irishmen 
during the hundred and fifty-three years 
of its existence, Its boys have journeyed far 
throughout the earth, and wherever they 
have gone Ireland’s name has stood high. 
Can Ireland replace this grand old 
school? We cannot but feel that its dis- 
solution was unnecessary, and that the 
new Government, in common with the 
whole nation, would have benefited by its 
retention ; but the die has been cast. Tha 
Royal Hibernian Military School exists no 
longer, and Ireland's loss is England’s 
gain. 
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The Ex-Kaiser. 

The engagement of the ex-Kaiser was 
announced officially at Doorn on Tuesday 
morning. The bride of his choice is Prin- 
cess. Hermine von Schénaich-Caraloth, 
born Princess of Reuss, and widow of 
Prince Georg von Schénaich-OCaraloth, 
who died in 1920, She is nearly thirty 
years younger than the ex-Kaiser, who 
will be sixty-four on his next birthday, 
and she is reported to be very wealthy. 
German history affords only one example of 
& second marriage in the line of Hohen- 
zollern monarchs. Friedrich Wilhelm the 
Third married the Princess von : Liegnitz 
twelve years after the death of his first 
wife, and then he was ten years younger 
than Wilhelm is to-day. German opinion 
is divided in its verdict. The remarkable 
popularity of the late Empress among tho 
people and the widespread grief which 
was caused by her death have provoked a 
certain amount of resentment against a 
second marriage; but most of the news- 
papers sympathise with the fallen War 
Lord’s decision to. share his loneliness 
with a wife. The Monarchists are 
much annoyed, however,. because they 
assert that, if the ex-Kaiser had any in- 
tention of making a bid for his forfeited 
throne, he never would have married 
again. They regard his engagement as a

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LONDON LETTER. 


NEAR EAST.

The news to-day concerning the Near 
East crisis is small, and the people able 
to judge incline to the opinion that the 
crisis is passing over, and that by the 
close of the week it will’ have vanished 
altogether, There is general satisfaction 
that Lord Curzon has been sent to Paris 
to confer with M. Poincaré; for foreign 
questions have been his life-long study, 
and, as an ex-Viceroy of India, he is 
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intimate with Eastern problems. Advices 


from Paris indicate that he is receiving 
a warm welcome from the French Press, 
as a man of wide knowledge and capable 
of bringing about a common policy ion 
the Allies. 

In diplomatic circles to-day the opinion 
was expressed that, though so much de- 
pended upon the conference in Paris to- 
day, there was reason to believe that it 
would result in a settlement. It was 
thought that the French Government 
would suggest to Lord Curzon that tha 
whole business should be laid before a 
European conference with representatives 
of Russia, the Balkan States, and Turkey 
included. It is understood that Lord 
Curzon would have power to agree to such 
a suggestion. It was further rumoured 
that, if Kemal Pasha would give a pre- 
liminary agreement to recognise tha 
freedom of the Straits, no objection would 
be raised to his forces occupying Chanak, 
though there would have to be an under- 
sleading that the place should not ba 
again fortified. 

Chanak, the danger point of the 
Dardanelles, is a little Asiatic town with 
dismantled forts overlooking the narrowest 
part of the Straits. It is many miles 
within the neutral zone which Kemal 
Pasha is expected to avoid. According 
to news from Paris, he has already 
entered this zone, but only as far as 
Bigha, on the border. He claims to hava 
the right to go to Chanak, because it was 
occupied by the Greek troops until last 
week,. and there were no Allied troops 
there at the same time. This seems a 
somewhat strong argument, but it is now 
reported that there were no Greek troops 
there at all. 


CHANAK. 


As a matter of fact, there. were no 
Allied troops at Chanak until last week, 
when the High Commissioners “of the 
Allies at Constantinople decided to seni 
contingents. This decision, however, was 
not carried out by the French, so that 
the fuss about the withdrawal of French 
troops from the place was rather unneces. 
sary. The order to send them was with. 
drawn before it became effective. Thera 
are no Italians either, and it is reported 
that there are very few British. 

General Pelle has been sent by the 
French Government to Smyrna to inter- 
view Kemal Pasha, and it may be re- 
garded as certain that he has been sent 
with advice to Kemal Pasha that he 
should act with moderation and discre- 
tion. This is all to the good; for Kemal 
Pasha is likely to give ear to advice from 
the country which has done so much to 
aid him in securing hia great victory. 

A Cabinet Minister yesterday, in con- 
versation, is said to have exclaimed that, 
if the Government had done nothing in 
the recent crisis, they would have been 
blamed severely, and if they did any- 
thing they were certain to be blamed just 
as much. Undoubtedly, this is true; for 
Opinion is very sharply diyided upon this 

ear East question. I[t is said that the 
people who are the most pleased at the 
situation are the Independent Liberals ; 
for they consider that it is a logical con- 
clusion of Mr. Gladstone’s great desire 
to get the Turks out of Europe. 

The Aga Khan, who is the leader of 
the Mohammedans in India, is now in 
London for his annual visit, and he 
naturally takes a very keen interest in 
the present situation. He thinks that a 
conference with “all the cards on the 
table ” is the best possible solution. He 
is more convinced than ever, he says, 
that the sooner a real and lasting peace is 
made between Enyland and Turkey, and 
the hatchet of past 
quarrels, the better it will be. The 
Turks are only too anxious to be given 
their national independence within their 
own national frontiers, as defined by Mr. 
Lloyd George in his great speech in 1918. 
The Moslem world desires that this 
should be the basis of the settlement. 


A FAMOUS SPEECH. 


The passage relating to Turkey in the 
referred to was as follows :— 
“While we do not challenge the mainten.- 
ance of the Turkish Empire or the home 
lands of the Turkish race with its capital 
at Constantinople—the passage between 
the Mediterranean and the Black Sea 
being internationalised and neutralised 
Arabia, Armenia, Mesopotamia, Syria, and 
Palestine are, in our judgment, entitled 
to a recognition of their separate national 
conditions. 

Should the proposal, made at tha 
session of the League of Nations, that 
the reparations problem should be placed 
in its hands, come to anything, it will 
be a great relief to Exrope. The League's 
Disarmament Committee has come to the 
conclusion that there is little prospect of 
disarmament until all questions of inte: 
national indebtedness are disposed of, and 
this conclusion has received the general 
approval of the leading French delegates. 
The task will be a great one, even for 
the League of Nations; but, should a 
satisfactory result be achieved, the League 
would gain immensely in prestige and ia 
ability to carry out its programme. 

When the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
goes to New York and Washington for the 
discussions on the British debt to the 
United States he will be accompanied bv 
Mr. Montagu Norman, the Governor oi 
the Bank of England, who will he a 
member of the mission. The fact that! we 
are sending the political head of the 
British Treasury and the head of our 
greatest financial corporation should 
satisfy the citizens of the United States 
that this country is taking a serious view 
of our obligations. The presence of Mr 
Norman wil! also convince the City of 
London that the Government is anxious 
to keep in close touch with its opinion on 
this important matter. 


WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 


A few days ago I mentioned that many 
old beauties of Westminster Abbey were 
being discovered and restored. That 
applied to some of the magnificent tombs, 
but. now a full:length thirteenth century 
painting has been revealed. Its existence 
was scarcely suspected even by the experts 
engaged in the work. The picture forms 
one of four panels at the back of the 
Sedilia, which has four similar panels 
on the front. All these panels used to 
glow with colour, and those on the front 
are still in good condition, bat the back 
ones were black and discolouted. These 


panels are now being restored with good 
results.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


The following semi-official statement was issued 
in Paris last night — 

“after private conversations which Lord 
Curzon had with M. Poincaré this morning, and 
with Count Sforza at the beginning of the after- 
noon, th» Near East Conference opened at Quai 
d Orsay this afternoon between representatites 
of the three Allied Powers. The greater part of 
the discussion bore on the general attitude to 
be adopted by the Allies towards the Turks in 
consequence of the evacuttion of Asia Minor by 


As is known, the British Government 
asked France and Italy, as well as 
the §«=60rl os three” Balkan —Albe, «=—s Juugo - Slavia 
and Greece, to act together with a view to 
military action for the protection of the Straits 
and Constantinople against any aggression by 
the Kemalist forces. With that action the 
British Government expresed its mtention of re- 
inforcing its troops at Chanak, which com- 
mands the entrance to the Dardanelles opposite to 
Gallipoli.’ France and Italy, on the other hand, 
thought it preferable not to expose themselves 
to the risk of incidents either with Angora's 
regular troops or with irregular bands, and 
that is why the Powers have withdrawn their 
coptingents on the south side of the Sea ot 
Marmora. 

“Lord Curzon expressed great astonishment 
at this decision, which he considered as nardly 
in conformity with agreements of 1915 and 
1920, providing for* the partial occupation of 
Turkish territory by the Inter-Allied troofe, 
under British command, 

“M. Poincaré explained that these agree- 
ments could @ot apply in the present circum- 
stances. They provided for an allocation of 
troops, based on a clause in the Armistice 
Treaty. when there was no conflict to be feared, 
a: there was to-day.

ANOTHER DOWNING STREET 
 CONFERENCE. 


At half-past four o'clock yesterday afternoon 
it was officially «tated in London that there 
was no special development of the Near- 
Eastern situation, and that no further meeting 
of Ministers was in prospect. At half-past six 
o'clock, however, the Ministers who had re- 
cently been in conference, together with the 
chiefs of the Navy, Army, and Air Force, ap- 
peared in response to an urgent summons, and 
were joined at about 7 o'clock by Mr. Churchill, 
who had hurried back from the country on re- 
ceipt of his summons.

The Ministers remained in session till a 
quarter to eight o'clock, but the Navy, Army 
and Air Force representatives left Downing 
street some considerable time before the 
Ministers. 

The attendance was much the same as on 
Tuesday. Lord Curmon, of tourse, was not pre- 
sent, and neither was the Lord Chancellor, but 
Viscount Peel, who did not attend Tuesday's 
meeting, was among those present yesterday 
evening.

CONSTANTINOPLE UNEASY. 
FEARS OF ANTI-CHRISTIAN 
OUTBURST., ' 

Private advices from Constantinople report 
@ nervousness among Christians generally. It 
Is not the Kemalist invasion that is feared, 
but an outburst by the daily increasing par- 
tisans of the Angora leader in the capital. 
They are alleged to be arming themselves, and 
to be reatly to credte grave disorders if the 
Kemalists approach the Asiatic shore of the 
Bosphorous. 

Mail advices received yesterday in Malta 
from Constan@mople speak of great uneasiness, 
bordering on panic, existing among the Eyro- 
peans in Oonstantinople. 

One letter says that it is feared that Con- 
stantinople will be attacked on three sides, 
The presence of British warships there has, 
however, restored confidence to a certain ex- 
tent. Some British subjects in Constantinople 
are leaving their houses end embarking for 
Malta.. 

Telegrams received yesterday from Athens 
state that thousands of homeless people at 
Smyrna are expecting massacre, and that no 
Greek ships can go to that port, or to any 
other ocoupied by the Kemalist troops to take 
off refugees. A Greek Committee in Athens 
has chartered two British steamships for this 
purpose, but many more vessels are wanied. 


SHOTS AT REFUGEE GUARDSHIP. 


_ An Athens message, dated Monday, received 
in London from a semi-officia] Greek source, 
states that the destroyer Niki, while covering 
the embarkation of refugees from Chesme, was 
fired on by enemy guns and machine-guns. 
Commander Hodjiskos wes killed and three 
sailors wounded. 

Another Athens message says that more than 
two hundred thousand refugees have already 
arrived in Greece from Asia Minor. The Greek 
newspapers state that it has been officially 
established that the fire at Eskishehr broke 
out in the Greek quarter, and that the Greeks 
cannot be accused of starting it. . 

A Malta telegram says that the wife and 
daughter of Dr. Murphy have arrived there. 
Both are wounded, the former by a bullet 
wound in the forehead.

FAREWELL SCENES, 
: 


The Royal Hibernian Military School— 
the old “Hib,” established a hundred 
and fifty-three years ago—ceased to exist 
yesterday, when the “men of the regi- 
ment’* to the number of 400, with their 
officers and staff, embarked at the North 
Wall for Holyhead and Shorncliffe, Kent. 

When a near relative or dear friend 
passes away the bereaved cannot, in the 
numbing pain caused by the wrench of 
parting, realise the significance of the void 
left in the lives of those that remain; so 
it is in the passing of this great school; 
An essential, almost, of the old Dublin 
life has gone, a glorious link with the 
past has been broken, and a tradition 
becomes a memory. 


A dull grey pall of cloud hung over the 
Pheonix Park yesterday afternoon. Outside the 
gates leading to the courtyard of the Royal 
Hibernian Military School small knots of people 


j had gathered; inside there was a throng of 


friends and relgtives, and much orderly activity, 
Three armoured cars and some private vehicles 
were drawn up under the trees opposite the 
new war memorial, end round them was 
clustered some. fifty women and as many 
infants, the female establishment—t.c., women 
staff and the families of the male staff. 

Baggage—chiefly bulging despatch cases, un- 
wieldy baskets, and brown paper parcels—was 
heaped around them, but there was no dis- 
order even here, for military discipline and pre- 
cision. permeates the whole school. 

Officers and non-commissioned officers walked 
briskly from place to place; fatigue parties 
moved heavy cases to a lorry standing near the 
guardroom, round the door of which were 
gathered the members of a sergeant’s guard of 
the Royal Welsh Fusiliers. 

Soon after four o’clock eight Crossley tenders 
were driven into the courtyard, and wheeled 
into line with the front vehicle near the gate. 
Rolls Royce armoured car, R 8, moved to the 
head of this line. The bustle became more in- 
tense; more women came out with much more 
luggage. The hearts of the mere lookers-on, 
whether relatives of the “ men of the regi- 
ment ” or not, became heavier, 


“ON PARADE.” 


In the meantime, the school was parading on 
the square for the last time as the Royal 
Hibernian Military School. It was not a cere- 
monial parade, but an ordinary roll-call. Com- 
panies fell in on markers under instructors as 
usual. The lads’ red tunics were covered by 
khaki gregtcoats for the convenience of travel. 
Faces shone from the last vigorous application 
of soap and water, and, perhaps, from a 
hurriedly taken tea. 

While the company commanders were calling 
the roll the band of the Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
marched into the quadrangle, and took up a 

dsition behind the war memorial. Sixteen 
lorries were driven in, and “ parked,’’ with re- 
markable skill, behind the line of Crossley 
tenders. 

The quadrangle was by now quite crowded 
with relatives, friends, and, it may be said, 
sympathisers. Luggage-laden women were 
exchanging tearful farewells with" those 
who were being left behind. Suddenly, above 
the buzz of excited conversation, a shrill whistle 
sounded. 


“NOW THEN, MOTHERS.” 


»} “ Now then, all you mothers,” said the Regi- 
mental Sergeant-Major, briskly. It was not a 
conventional order, but it was effective. Women 
and children fell in—not in the military sense 
exactly, but literally—to the tenders. In a 
few seconds chaos became order. Every tender 
was full—none overcrowded; in none was there 
an excess of room. Such is discipline. 

Another whistle. ‘‘ Guard, turn out”; the 
bandsmen jump to attention. Five lads march 
across the quadrangle, carrying and escortin 
the cased colours of the School, The sean 
presents arms. Every military man springs 
sharply to attention; conversation ceases. ‘The 
colours of the Royal Hibernian Military School 
pass in front of the old school for the last 
time. 

Then the band struck up a medley of lively 
airs, in which “ Good-by—ee” predominated, 
as the ' men of the regiment’ marched out in 
file, ‘across the quadrangle. Colonel Bunt, the 
Commandant, and other officers watched this 
last parade. 


““AULD LANG SYNE.” 


Expeditiously the lads were packed into the 
lorries. Discipline was relaxed. Relatives 
thronged the vehicles to say a last “‘ good-bye.” 
The whisle sounded again; the music ceased 
abruptly in the middle of a bar; the big drum 
throbbed thrice, and then came the haunting 
strains of “ Auld Lang Syne.” 

It was a moment of deep emotion. Women 
wept unrestrainedly as R 8 moved off, followed 
by the eight tenders of staff women and 
families. Then came armoured car R 53, and 
the file of sixteen lorry-loads of half-laughing, 
half-cheering “ Hibs.”” The “men of the 
regiment’ could not give way to tears; but 
the cheers wers broken, the laughter was 
forced. Those left behind could only wave 
their hands in silence. Not only was there the 
pang of personal parting, but a deeper sorrow 
at this end of a great institution. 

Then they were gone, the lorries dwindling 
away in the grey distance of the road through 
the Park. The band marthed off; the guard, 
after standing at the present and the slope 
for more than twenty minutes, was dismissed, 
and the sobbing women, mostly relatives and 
some former members of the staff, melted 
away. i 

The grand old pile of buildings looked gaunt 
and lonely, the white finger of the new war 
memorial standing out in sharp contrast. A 
thin rain commenced to fall, and the mere 
spectator moved away with that indescribable 
feeling of finality—a deep sense of the 
irrevocable, of a void that can never be filled. 


THE DEPARTURE. 


There was no ceremonial at the North Wall. 
The women and civilians on the “ establish- 
ment” arrived in their tenders at 5.30, were 
assembled expertly by warrant officers, and 
shepherded on board the Menevia. 

Colonel Bent and the School chaplain arriyed 
immediately in a motor car, and then came the 
sixteen lorries of cheery-faced boys, who had 
attracted so much attention as they passed 
through the Park and along the quays. The 
quay itself was kept clear, but there was a 
crowd of relatives on the roadway to give little 
hands a last grasp. 

Discipline supervened. The “men of the 
regiment ” fell in and marched on board, and 
in a few minutes the hawsers were cast off 
and the Menevia glided away. The procession 
left the Royal Hibernian Military School at 


As the ship drew away cheers of farewell 
were raised by those left behind, to which the 
lads responded heartily. . 

The ship slipped down the river into the 
drizzling rain, and was lost to sight, but the 
watchers still lingered. And so passed the 
Royal Hibernian Military School. 


HISTORY OF THE SCHOOL, 


The Royal Hibernian Military School was 
founded in a small way in 1765. It was in- 
tended to accommodate the “orphans and desti- 
tute of Irish regiments ordered abroad,” 
but generous subscriptions were made, King 
George III. contributing £1,000 a year, and the 
work was extended. 

His Majésty also granted the site of six acres 
in the Park, and in 1769 the school was built. 

The “ Hib” had a period of financial diffi- 
culty, but Mrs. Wolfe, the mother of General 
Wolfe, bequeathed £3,000 to what was then a 
charity. In 1801 dhe Government made the 
school a grant of £3,960 a year, which-was in- 
creased in 1808 to £5,000, and the institution 
ceased to be a charity. 

At this time the Chelsea (an older school) 
| organisation was introduced, From this time 
on the school flourished. In 1845, the experi- 
ment of girl pupils was tried, but was soon 
abandoned. :

ATTACK IN FORCE.

MACROOM SURROUNDED. 


On Sunday morning, at 3 o’glock (our Cork 
Correspondent writes), irregulars in strong 
force made another effort to re-capture the 
town of Macroom. After an engagement which 
basted for four hours they were forced to retire. 
The irregulars almost surrounded the town, and 
opened fire from Lewis and Thomson guns and 
rifles. In the early stages of the attack they 
succeeded in advancing well into Masseytown, 
and closed in also on the Sleaveen Hill side 
and on the district around the workhouse. . The 
positions of the national garrison, which are 
principally hotels, were the main object of 
attack. 

The t , under the command of Captain 
Conlan, gallantly engaged the attackers, who, 
at 7.30 a.m., were obliged to retrest The firing 
was very severe, and the civilian population 
were thrown into a state of terror. They had 
to leave their beds and seek the shelter of the 
ground floors. There were no casualties on the 
side of the national forces, or amongst the 
civilan population.

A MINE FACTORY. 


Nowhere more than in Cork and the South 
have the national troops been set such an 
arduous task. ‘They have to swffer from the 
sniper, they have to travel by-ways—because of 
the destruction of main roads—that lead to well- 
covered ambuscades on the approaches to the 
city, and in ts that they are forced to occupy 
in the city they are open to attack from advan- 
tageous points. In addition, they find here, as 
an officer said on the discovery in tho Blackpool 
district of the irregular munition factory, “a 
city that is veritably an arsenal.’’ Operations 
to locate ammunition dumps, munition 
“- factories,"” and places where mines are manu- 
factured continue to be successful. 

On Friday night last a party of troops again 
raided the Blackpool district, and found 
material, in a stable loft in a narrow laneway 
off Thomas Davis street, for the manufacture 
of about forty mines. It consisted of oom 
posts cut into 2-feet pieces, which were read) 
or conversion into mines. 

Every night since Saturday last there has 
been intermittent firing im the City of Cork, 
following isolated attacks on national forces. 
On Sunday night soldiers who were carrying out 
searches in the Dublin Hill looality were fired 
at from Kilbarry Bridge, and an exchange of 
shots ensued. What is becoming a common 
exploit of irregulars is to drive along in a motor 
oar in which a Thomson gun is concealed, and 
pour fire into a’ military post. Such an attack 
was delivered on Monday night on the troops 
in Moore’s Hotel from Union quay, on the 
opposite side of the river. Moore's Hotel 
afijoins the residence of Dr. R. Dalton, and an 
old lady, Mrs. Haines, who ,was &eated ab one 
of the upper windows of this house, received 
eight bullet wounds. The small garrison in the 
hotel vigorously replied to the assault, which 
was driven off in about five minutes. The in- 
tensive firmg threw the cily-imteg «state of 
excitement, and the houses in the vicinity of the 
attack bear many bullet marks. Mrs. Haines, 
who was a guest at Dr, Dalton’s house, was the 
only cugualty. Her condition is extremely 
critical, 


DASH THROUGH AN AMBUSH, 


On Monday afternoon a party of five soldiers 
in a Dodge car travelling from Cork to Carrig- 
aline were ambushed a mile outside the village. 
The irregulars were posted along the hills down 
the sharp incline into the village for a distance 
of three-quarters of a mile, and were equipped 
with machine guns. The small party of troops 
replied to their fire, while the driver of their 
car, Volunteer Jack Castles, Kells, put on top 
speed, and drove through a very 
Wtile running the gauntlet 
wounded in both legs. He collapsed, but his 
place was taken by one of his comrades, and the 
party got through without furthér casualties. 
In later aperations in the district national 
forces picked ur a road mine, and on Tuesday 
morning they came across another mine on the 
main road and two mines on a by-road. These 
were lifted and destroyed. The mine on the 
main road had been actually driven over by the 
Dodge car party that was ambushed, but it did 
not explode, owing, it is thought, to the high 
speed at which the car was travelling—45 miles 
an hour, 


ARMOURED CAR DESTROYED. 


An official report issued by Army Head- 
quarters. last night states :— 

“The ‘ Ballinalee’ armoured car, captured 
some time ago by the irregulars, was blown 
to pieces by the artillery fire of the troops. 

* Prisoners taken recently by the Western 
Command troops include two irregular leaders 
named Bradshaw and Kearney. 

‘Troops operating about Glencar, in the 
West, were ambushed. They engaged the at- 
tackers, and took ten prisoners with all their 
arms. 


A FIVE HOURS’ FIGHT. 


On Sunday night the town of Newport (Co, 
Mayo) was attacked “by irregulars with 
machine-guns, bombs, and rifle fire. ‘The troops 
vigorously replied, and the firing was kept up 
for four or five hours. The people of the town 
were terrorised. Mr. John McGovern, D.C., 
was wounded by a stray shot while in his own 
house in the centre of the town. The attackers 
were forced to retire, 


A TIPPERARY FIGHT. 


SEVERAL CASUALTIES. 


On Monday morning a party of 35 men left 
Tipperary to search the district around Donas- 
keigh. At about eight o'clock they visited the 
house of a man at Ballinard. As three of the 
soldiers were about to enter they met at the 
door the owner, from whom they inquired if 
there were any irregulars inside. He told 
the men to go and see for themselves. One 
of the men remaimed at the door, the other 
two going up the stairs. Just as the first man 
got to the top of the stairs he was shot 
roe the door of a room on the landiug, 
and he fell, knocking. the other man dowa 
the stairs before him. Shots at the same time 
came from above, and the man outside the 
door was shot through the head, and died 
some time later. His name was Matthew Hayes, 
of Drombane. The remainder of. the troops 
then took up positions around the house, and 
a fight began which lasted until 11.30, when 
the troops were compelled to withdraw owing 
to an attack from the rear. During this 
attack three of the irregulars were wounded,

The governing ideal of the new Conhstitu- 
tion is to make popular control a reality. 
To this end its authors have added the devices 
of referendum and initiative to a very wide fran- 
chise. Accordingly, the proposed Senate is like- 
wise to be an elective body. 1 i 

The Irish Government, and the Dail should 
know well that the new Ireland cannot afford 
to neglect the servicer of a minority that em- 
braces in large measure the education and ad- 
ministrative traditions and the proved capacity 
of the country. This minority is not hostile. 
As a whole. it has accepted the new conditions 
in which it finds itself, and is prepared to play 
its part loyally.

FRANCO-BRITISH CO-OPERATION. 


The Temes, in a. leading article on the one 
thing urgent, commenting on a letter it has 
received from Lord Grey of Fallodon, says :— 
His unchallenged reputation among all parties 
for straightforwardness, honour, and devoted 
patriotism, and his intimate experience of 
foreign ‘affairs during many an anxious year 
must always give great authority to his judg- 
ment uron the oh. coire of international politics.

issues so vital as are involved. Even from the 
personal view, we think that Lord Grey has 
chosen the wiser course, and we believe that 
the country will be grateful for hie choice.

MINISTER'S SPEECH,

COURAGE OF SIGNATORIES OF 
TREATY, 

Mr. O'Higgins (Minister for Home Affairs), in 
moving the second reading of the Constitution, 
said that the first article—viz., “ The Irish Free 
State is a co-equal member of the community 
of nations forming the British Commonwealth 
of Nations "—epitomised the fruits of the 
struggle which some would call a five years’ 
struggle and some a seven centuries’ struggle. 
Epitomised in that article they had also the 
extent to which an island nation of four 
millions, without a navy, had failed to secure 
its war aims from a nation of forty millons, 
with the greatest navy in the world. 

There were occasions in the lives of indi- 
viduals when it took courage of a higher order 
to face facts than to face machine guns. Five 
Irishmen were faced with such a situation last 
December. The men who were sent to London 
to represent the Irish nation had done big and 
brave things for the nation. Two of them were 
now dead, and he wanted to record the personal 
view that they never did a bigger or braver 
thing for the Irish nation than when they 
signed the Treaty, which gave rise to the Con- 
stitution that they had now to consider. That 
Constitution must be read in the light of the 
Treaty, and the Treaty must be read in the 
light of the conditions that prevailed at the 
time when it was signed. The Constitution re. 
flected the weakness and imperfections of the 
Treaty, just as in the Treaty there were 
clauses reflecting the weakness an imperfections 
of their fighting position at the time when the 
Treaty was signed. 

If one ventured a guess ab the thoughts 
uppermost in the minds of the signatories, one 
could not express it better than in the words, 
“We do not negotiate to save faces.” He took 
it that they negotiated to save the Irish nation. 
The Treaty was approved by Dail Eireann and 
by the people who sent them there to give 
effect to it, and to mould from its eighteen 
clauses the best, broadest, and most demm- 
cratic Constitution which it was possible to 
secure. 

At this stage an elderly woman, who was 
stated to be Mrs. Despard, protested from the 
public gallery against the treatment of pri- 
soners. “ho suddenness of the incident took 
the House by surprise and the lady protested 
without interruption. The Speaker, however, 
ordered her removal, and, as two attendants 
approached her, she declared that she know 
that she was breaking the rules of the House, 
but she did so because the Press was censored. 
“I do nof like to do this,” she said, “but I 
feel it my duty.” She then left the House, 
escorted by attendants. 

Mrs. Gonne MacBride, who sat beside Mrs. 
Despard, was requested to leave, but she had 
to be forcibly ejected, as she grasped the front 
rail and refused to go, 

The incident having closed, the Speaker ex- 
pressed the hope that in future these people 
would not be admitted to the precinots of the 
House, 


NO MIRACLE EXPECTED. 

Mr. O Higgins, resuming his statement, de- 
clared that the people did not expect them to 
extract from the Treaty something which it did 
not contain. The people did not expect them 
to eliminate from the Constitution phases of 
the Treaty which undoubtedly did not appeal 
to the sentiments of the vast majority. He 
thought that the people realised that blunder- 
ing attempts at that form of miracle-working 
would only result in. upsetting a settlement 
which was not hghily won. This was not a 
republican Constitution. .Perhaps he would not 
be wrong in saying that it was as much, and 
as little, a republican Constitution as was the 
British Constitution. It contained the insignia 
and the symbols of monarchial institutions, but 
the real power was in the hands of the people. 
Anyone who studied the grim constitutional 
struggle between the British Parliament and 
the British Crown knew well that Parliament 
won, and that it saved the face of the monarch 
while depriving him of any real power. Eng- 
land had been called a republic with a monarch. 
The position in England to-day was that the 
humblest member in Westminster wielded a 
more real authority than the British King, 
whose majesty was the majesty of the people. 

In Ireland, under the Constitution, all real 
power was in the hands of the people acting 
through their Parliament. As an example he 
took Article 24, in which it was stated that 
the Parliament was to be summoned and dis- 
solved by the representative of the Crown, but 
Dail Eireann fixed the date of the reassembling 
of Parliament and the date of the session. 
Again, Article 50 declared that the executive 
authority of the Irish Free State was vested 
in the Government and was to be exercis- 
able in accordance with the constitutional 
usago of Canada. Article 51 showed that 
Dail Eireann appointed the President 
who appointed the Ministers, and all through 
the “onstitution there was that clash between 
law and fact which was also in the Constitution 
of Canada. 

These, of course, were some of the penalties 
that they paid for their inability to achieve 
all the things they wrote on their battle 
standards. They must be set against the 
smallness of their prospects of achieving more. 
It was in that light that deputies had to face 
the situation last December in casting their 
vote on the Treaty, and it was in that light 
that deputies had to face it now. As regards 
the oath to be taken by members, it would 
be noticed from reference to the Constitutions 
of Canada, Australia, and South Africa that 
the oath prescribed in the Treaty and Consti- 
tution of the Free State was much more 
innocuous than the full-blooded oath of al- 
legiance taken in those three Dominions. In 
the last stage of the negotiations there was 
considerable trouble over the oath, which 
eventually was arranged in its present form 
as being the least objectionable to Irish senti- 
ment while maintaining English sentiment, 

They were now asked to believe that all the 
trouble was about an oath which was to 
purely optional. That, to his mind, was not 
a serious argument. It showed an iprespon- 
sible outlook, which should be no part of tke

FIRST SENATE. 

Mr. O'Higgins then continued his statement, 
There was, he said, an agreement covering the 
question of representation in the first Senate. 
Is would consist of 60 members, of whom two 
would be representatives of the National 
University, two representatives of Dublin 
University, and two representatives of Queen's 
University, Belfast—in the event of the six 
counties coming under the Dail. The electorate 
of the Senate would be persons who were thirty 
years of age and upwards. 

There had been a suggestion that there 
should be a property qualification for the elec- 
tors of the Senate, but the Council refused to 
concede anything of the kind. If there was 
any purpose at all in a Second Chamber it 
was that it should exercise a kind of check 
on hasty legislation, and therefore it was 
agreed thai no elector should be under thirty 
years of age. 

The period between the first presentation of 
a bill to the Senate and the date on which it 
should be passed would be 270 days, or nine 
months. That was a compromise between the 
period of twelve months, which some persons 
thought should be the period, and six months, 
which others thought should be the period, 
Power was given to three-fifths of the mem- 
bers to require a referendum, and there was 
provision for joint debates between the mem- 
bers of both chambers, but not for a joint 
vote. 

Half the membership of the -first Senate 
would be nominated, and the other half would 
be elected by the Dail. It was laid down that 
the nomination should ‘be made on the basis of 
providing representation for people who were 
not likely to be elected. ‘hat was a big 
thing that was given to those timid people who 
saw a reversal of all those conditions which 
they regarded as their particular sheet anchor. 


GOOD-WILL NEEDED. 

He believed that the Dail would take a broad 
view of this matter, and would realise that, )f 
they were to go ahead and develop their affairs 
within their own borders, they must have the 
good-will and co-operation of all sections of the 
community. If they erred in this matter, it 
was better to err on the side of an overs 
generous advance than: to slight the people who, 
he hoped, would come round to what was the 
general view of the nation. 

Coming to the Executive Council, which, he 
said, was a difficult portion of the Constitution, 
he told the House that the clauses which pro- 
vided for the system of Government would not 
be strictly limited to party lines. 

"“ Article 50 of the Constitution,” he said, 
“provides that there shall be a Council to 
aid and advise the Government of the 
Irish Free State, to be styled’ the 
Executive Council. That Council shall be re- 
sponsible to the Chamber (the Dail), and shal! 
consist of not more than twelve Ministers, of 
whom four shall be members of the Chamber, 
and a number, not exceéding eight, chosen 
from all citizens eligible for election to the 
Chamber, who shall not be members of Parlia- 
ment during their term of office, and who, if 
at the time of their appointment they are 
members of Parliament, shall, by virtue of 
appointment, vacate their seats, provided 
that the Chamber may from time to time, on 
the motion of the President of the Executive 
Council, determme that a particular Minister 
or Ministers, not exceeding three, may be 
members of Parliament in addition to the four 
members referred to.” : 

That would mean. that; ff this particular 
line was adopted, there would be as many 
as eight members of the Ministry who would 
not be members of the Dail, and that, at least, 
there would be four. In a country under the 
proportional representation system of election 
there was a good deal to be said for that pro- 

osal, There would be some members of the 

overnment who would not go out of office 
in the event of the Government being defeated. 
Some persons might say: “ 
that we cannot get at”;

It might happen that a particular Minister 
might not be in_ harmony on certain 
the rest of the Ministry.

THE PREAMBLE. 
LABOUR’S AMENDMENT. 


Mr; Thomas” Johnson (Labour moved the 
following amendment :— 

To omit the preamble in the dtaft and sub- 
stitute the following :— We, the representatives 
of the Irish people, duly elected to express and 
formulate the will of the people, hereby de- 
clare: 

“That the right of the people of Ireland to 
the ownership of Ireland, and to the unfettered 
control of Irish destinies, is indefeasible; that 
the nation’s sovereignty extends not only to all 
men and women of the nation, but to all its 
material possessions; the nation’s soil, and all 
its resources, all the wealth and all the wealtb- 
producing processes within the nation. 

“That all the lawful powers of Government 
within Ireland, and all authorit y—legisiative, 
executive and judicial—are derived from the 
people of Ireland. i 

“That every treaty or agreement entered 
into between the Parliament and Government 
of Ireland, and any other person or persons or 
Governments, shall be read subject to the fore- 

ing, and that any treaty or agreement hereto- 
ore entered into between the Parliament and 
Government of Ireland and Great Britain is to 
be read with the understanding that if ever it 
shall seem right to the Irish pe to annul 
guch treaty or agreement, such annulment is 
lawful on due notice being given to the several 
parties to that treaty or agreement.” | 

He said that he wished to express his regret 
that the Minister for Home Affairs had not in- 
dicated in his speech which were the clauses of 
the Treaty which must be held inviolable. He 
hoped that before the adjournment the Minister 
would tell them what clauses must be passed 
exactly as they stood. Of course, he had been 
reminded that there was no compulsion on the 
Dail to pass the clauses as they stood—that they 
were freé to pass the clauses as they stood or 
to alter them, but that the Minister would not 
be responsible for advising the House any 
further if these clauses were altered. 

They were told, of course, that that was free- 
dom, and that there was no compulsion ; but that 
was very like the freedom given of old to the 
slaves in America, when bloodhounds were set 
upon their track, or the freedom of the work- 
men who were told that they were perfectly 
free to take the job or not, but knew that if 
they did not take it there was hunger for them- 
selves and their families. That was the sort of 
freedom that the Mimster for Home Affairs 
talked about. 

He would like to know what would be the 
consequences if they altered any of the clauses 
which were held to be inviolable? They had a 
right to know what penalty had been held out 
to the Ministry or to the country in the 
event of these particular clauses in the draft 
Constitution not been passed in the form in 
which they had been drafted, It was essential 
that the Deputies should have some imdication 
as to wnat was in the minds of the members of 
the Ministry as to the consequences of changes 
in these particular clauses. 

The freedom which they were told was being 
given to the Dail to alter the Treaty or to alter 
the Constitution was not freedom in any real 
sense. They were bound by contract to pass 
this Constitution, in so far as these particular 
clauses were concerned, in the form in which 
they had been approved of by the British 
Government. The men who had produced the 
draft were experts in constitutional law, and 
they had produced a draft which the Minister 
of Loca! Government told them was in accord 
with Dreaty, and that opinion was evidently 
sup ! by the gentlemen on the other side 

ater to whom they had referred it. 
ing, Mr. Johnson compared the free- 
which was being conferred on Ireland by 

» Constitution which had been drafted under 
the Treaty with the freedom conceded by the 
Turkish Grand Vizier to certain vilayets—free- 
dom within the Turkish Empire—a situation in 
which France and Great Britain intervened with 
a view to freeing a people so long oppressed by 
the Turks and establishing a national Govern- 
ment and Administration deriving direct from 
the people.

that the business of the 
Deputies there was in discussing thig bill to 
give to their country—to themselves—a Con- 
stitution and an Adrmfnistration according to 
their own ideas,. and they should in framing 
that Constitution frame it in the way that best 
satisfied their own aspirations, and subject only 
to such limitations as they wished to impose 
upon themselves. But that was not what was 
being done. 

They were not allowed to do that, because 
the Ministry imphed that they had been com- 
pelled by certair limitations Into the form of th 
Constitution before the House. 

He understood that it was the practice 
in the criminal courts, especially when criminals 
were being tried for offences mainly upon cir- 
cumstantial evidence, to suggest a motive that 
would fit the crime. Consequently he (Mr, John- 
son) had been looking round for some consider- 
able time for a motive which would explain the 
proceeding of the Government. Ultimately he 
had come to the conclusion that there was being 
presented to the Dail and to the country a 
measure of freedom not such as they desired to 
grant, but such as people long oppressed were 
fit to receive. 

Discussing his amendment, Mr. Johnson said 
that the Minister had asked for amendments to 
improve the Constitution, and he submitted 
that this amendment was calculated to meet 
the wishes of the Minister and was within the 
terms of the Treaty. The preamble of a Con- 
stitution would govern the reading of that: Con- 
stitution, and, therefore, he submitted that such 
clauses as he proposed should be embodied in 
the preamble. 

If thie was a Treaty under duress, then the 
House was right in saying that if at any time 
in the future, one, two, or three generations 
off, it might seem opportune for the Irish people 
to denounce that Treaty, it was open to them 
to denounce, revoke, or annul the Treaty. He 
believed that that condition should apply to any 
agreement entered into in the future as well as 
to any Treaty or pact entered into in the past. 

He eubmitted further that the adoption of 
the preamble which he proposed would make 
the attainment of peace easier in Jreland, and 
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One of the hardest tasks that befell that 
truly heroic man, the late President of the 
Dail, was brought about by the action of 
certain persons in this country, which weakened 
the hands of the negotiators in London. The 
resulé was that they had the Treaty in tbe 
form which it now stood before them. 

THE ARMY. 

Under the Treaty the Irish people had con- 
trol of their own destines and all power in 
Ireland was derived from the people. It had 
been said recently that the Free State army 
was not specficially provided for ip the Con- 
stitution, bub that point was made perfectly 
clear in Article 45, 

Mr. Blythe, Minister of Local sár TS 
in opposing the amendment, said that 1 ha 
been recommended on the dual ground that it 
would strengthen the Constitution and tend to 
smoothe over existing difficulties, To his mind 
is would do neither.. The opposition &o the 
Treaty was the opposition to the Constitution 
Of the people who accepted the Treaty there 
were very few who would refuse to accept, the 
interpretation of it, which was found in- the 
Constitution. The opposition to the Treaty was 
to a very large extent irrational and sincere, 
and because of that no effort made: by a play 
with words and formulae would smooth the way 
of the opposition. 

The é gra of the amendment would 
weaken the Constitution, because it would 
give emphasis to certain provisions in the Con- 
stitution, which they had not got at present. 
There was no use in minimismg th influence of 
_the Treaty,.and there was no doubt that tuey 
were implementing it in enacting the Constitu- 
tion. The suggestion that they should consider 
the situation without any regard to the Treaty 
was absurd. The “Treaty. was the, cardinal 
factor which they could not ignore. Clause 2 of 
the proposed amendment was in the Constitu- 
tion. and there was no need to adopt the. word- 
ing of the amendment. In one stnse Clause 1 
of the amendment was in Articlél of the 
Treaty, though not clearly, The third clause 
of the amendment was in Article 1 of the 
laid emphasis. on a thing which they all knew 
could be done. H was hó business of a Con- 
stitution to proclaim that a Treaty may be 
annulled. 

Mr. Milroy (Cavan) expressed the view that 
common-sense in this matter was of more value 
than a knowledge of Constitutional law. He 
agreed that the introduction of amendments at 
that stage seemed to be confusing and unneces- 
The real test was whether the Constitu- 
tion did or did not give them the Treaty. He 
believed that it did, and that it gave to 
the Irish people the means by which they would 
be able to build their institutions in accord- 
ance with their ideals. The function of that 
assembly was to try to honour the undertaking 
which its representatives had given. It was 
their duty to see that Ireland's bond was kept, 
and for that purpose the amendment was not 
only unneoessary, but mischievous. 


SPIRIT EXCELLENT. 


Professor Magennis (National University) 
stated that there was in the amendment much 
that was exceedingly valuable, and he thought 
that its spirit was excellent. 
ever, oppese it, and one of his grounds for 
doing so was the ‘personal reason that he be- 
lieved that he had a better amendment for 
the third reading. He thought that the 
preamble of the Constitution was the place for 
the declaration contained in the amendment. 
Mr. Johnson's object was, apparently, to assert 
the sovereignty of Ireland. Though he valued 
the preamble he did not like its exact form of 
expression. It was most important that it 
should declare that they were framing the Con- 
stitution by virtue inberent in the Irish nation 
to determine the institutions under which it is 
to live. He suggested that Deputy’ Johnson 
should withdraw the amendment, with a view 
to re-wording it, and presenting it in another 
form, 

Mr. Johnson said that he felt that it 
not the right occasion for moving such an 
amendment, and he would withdraw’ it, if 
he were pérmitted to bring it up again on the 
Committee stage. 

The President pointed out that certain state- 
ments had been made by the mover of the 
amendment... Was it to be taken that he wae 
to be allowed to escipe Ministerial castigation 
by being permitted to withdraw his amend 
ment? 

The Speaker said that he had received a 
motion of adjournment,’ and the matter could 
be raised on the following day. 

The President pointed out that the Govern- 
ment had to take all the kicks, and had not 
been given a chance of defending itself. 
(Laughter. 

The adjournment having been moved by Mr. 
Gavan Duffy; 

The Speaker announced that visitors were 
present by the courtesy of the Dail, and by the 
special courtesy of individual ‘members’ who 
gave tickets. . It must be made clear that 
when a deputy gave a ‘ticket to any person he 
would take no risk whatever that that person 
would interrupt the proceedings of the Rouse: 
If that were not done it would be impossible 
for him to maintain the dignity and the 
deeorum of the House. He would like to hear 
some explanation from the deputies concerned 
that day, and clso get the views of the Dail. 
_Mr. Johnson said that he took responsibility 
for having given a ticket to a person who 
helped in the disturbance, and he was prepared 
to accept the punishment that should devolve 
upon that person. He took all the precautions 
that one coull take beyond getting a written 
promise. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that it was possible that 
a person, and particularly a lady, might lose 
control through emotion, but what occurred 
that day appeared to be a concerted movement 
on the part of the three persons responsible, 
and he thought that the Dail would agree that 
the presence of persons so inclined could not 
be tolerated. They belonged to an order of 
people who prided themselves outside with not 
recognising the Dail, and then came there 
thinking that their presence was not a recog- 
nition, and gave an exhibition that did not do 
credit to the nation or themselves. 

Mr. Dan McCarthy asked if these persons 
would be allowed in again, 

Mr. Blythe—They will not be

Mr. Alfred Byrne said that last Monday, at 
the Corporation meeting, Councillor Mrs.

of wages and hours of work. 


employer and employed, assisted, where possible, 
by collective bargaining between employers’ as- 
sociations and trade unions.” : 

State regulation of wages was obviously. open 
to political objection, and was, further, unsatis- 
factory, because neither employers nor workers 
-aould be expected to agree that some third 
party appointed by the State was more com 
petent to form a correct judgment on such 
matters than they were themselves: Conse- 
quently, the Committee thought that, as statu- 
tory measures to prevent sweating were an 
essential duty of the State, the necessary statu- 
tory regulation of wages should be confined to 
affording protection by giving workers a wage 
which weuld secure them an adequate sub- 
sistence, and which trade could bear, 


RECOMMENDATIONS, 


The Committee made 29 recommendations. 
These included the retention of Trade Boards in 
any trade where the Minister of Labour was 
satisfied that the rate of wages was unduly low 
as compared with other employments. That a 
Trade Board be’ authorised to fix minimum 
rates só as to apply universally to the ttade or 
to apply to any special process in the work of 
the trade, or to any special area, or to any 
class of workers in the trade. 

That the power of exemption conferred upon 
Trade Sensi under the existing Acts be ex- 
tended to cover any worker employed in a 
trade who, from age or any other cause, was 
incapable of earning the minimum rates applic- 
able. 

That, subject to amendments, the existing 
provisiona as laid down in the Trade Boards Act 
of 1909, in regard to the making of regulations 
with respect to the constitution and proceed- 
ings of Trade Boards, be retained. 


TRADE BOARD IN AGRICULTURE. 


It is pointed out that tho signatures of Miss 
Galway, Councillor Addis, Alderman Donald- 
son, Councillor Gordon, Alderman Kyle, Mr. 
M‘Bride, and Mr. Turkington to the report is 
subject to an appended memorandum emphasis- 
ing the need for a Trade Board in agriculture. 
The memorandum contains the following:— 
“Since the Agricultural Waces Board ceased to 
function in 1921, it has appeared to us desirable 


protect workers in. agriculture, and evidence 
given before the Committee has strengthened 
this view. Agriculture is a primary industry, 
and requires the greatest assistance to ensure 
its prosperity from the point of view of the 
country at large. A Trade Board would ensure 
uniformity in condition along certain lines, and 
would be a protection both to employers and 
workers, and would probably lead to the sta- 
bilising of prices which would operate in the 
same way as the factor of fixed prices under 
the Agricultural Wages Board. Organisation 
of agricultural workers is at a very low average, 
and there is at gfresent no adequate machinery 
for regulating wages or other conditions of 
employment. 

“Under a Trade Board the various localities 
would be represented, and, if considered desir-

THE POSTAL STRIKE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—No one will deny that strikes are to-day 
an anachronism. They were always clotted 
idiocy, but it is astounding to find that in this 
enlightened age of arbitration we are permitting 
two sections of our employés—the Government 
and the postal workers—to indulgé in a pro- 
tracted competition in sulke, te the hourly detri- 
ment of every individual and national interest 
in the State. They say in effect, “ All right! 
See who can suffer the longer!’’—ignoring the 
outsider, who mus{. suffer the longest, 

The essence of the trouble is the fantastic 
estimate of the cost of living submitted by the 
Government, Even in Connemara it is probab! 
slightly under the true figure, but we do not all 
live in Connemara, -nor 1s Connemara the hub 
of the Free State-yet. An index figure is re- 
quired which reasonably represents expenditure 
in any part of the country. It is perfectly easy 
to provide that figure. I myself, provided with 
the data already collected, could produce in a 
few hours a figure which would he acceptable to 
all parties, not excluding the suffering taxpayer. 
The method would be as follows. 

The Board of Trade figures show that the 
country may be divided into three areas as 
regards the cost of living: metropolitan, pro- 
vincial cities and rural—Dublin, Limerick, and, 
say, Ballydehob. The present figure is. an 
absurd mixture of all three. Use the figures 
already collected, Establish the three repre- 
sentative figures. Grade the post offices and 
pay the workers accordingly; and get on with 
the job you are paid for. That is my advice to 
Mr. Walsh and his obstreperous staff. Would 
that I could make it an pm or Only the public 
generally can do that. 

When the workers were back -at their jobs a 
trustworthy commission could consider tem- 
perately the vexed question of the basic wage. 
Perhaps, too, it might consider the ridiculously 
high wages of telephonists, the absurdity of 
delivery and collection of letters daily in wildly 
remote rural spots, the lack of initiative. in 
booming the telephone and wireless, the methods 
of promotion at G.P.O. headquarters, and the 
advisability of retaining Mr. Walsh in his pre- 
sent, or in any, capacity.—Yours, eté.,

THE COST OF LIVING, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srm,—Your leading article to-day, and the 
report you give of the proceedings at the first 
sitting of the cost of living inquiry in Belfast, 
go right to the heart of things, and deserve 
everybody 'a support. Two points emanate from 
the report of the Belfast Inquiry:—(1) Cost of 
living 1s inextricably associated with *’ profiteer- 
ing ” ; (2) cost of living in towns of large popu- 
latwon differs from cost of living in rural areas, 

The exact terms of reference of the Belfast 
Commission 1 do not know; but it is evident 
from your article that they have the power 
to examine into the roots of things. They will 
thus discover the extraordinary difference be- 
tween the increased price which the producer 
of foodstuffs now receives compared with his 
pre-war selling prices, and the increased price 
which the retailer now charges over those 
which he charged in 1914. Mr. Gorey; at the 
Dail yesterday, said that farmers were only 
getting pre-war prices for produce; but pre-war 
prices are not observable in the shops. The 
intermediate charges and profits require close 
“ profiteering.” 

As to the second point, the witness, Mr. 
Millan, collected his figures in towns of 250,000 
population, and thereby showed that he realised 
that there is a great difference between cost 
of living in an industrial city and in a rural 
area, They are so different in nature that 
they cannot be compared and should not be 
associated. The bulk of workers whose pay is 
affected by the index figure are city workers. 
[t is unfair to drag in prices and conditions in 
rural areas to secure all-round prices. The 
figures thus arrived at are applicable nowhere. 
Since my last letter to you Í have been in. 
formed that similar contrasts exist - between 
Cork and the surrounding rural areas. Clearly 
in a country like Ireland we must arrange for 
two sets of conditions—rural and urban: . 

Another point which you would do a service 
by emphasising is contained in Mr. Millan's 
evidence, and is that since the appointment of 
the Northern Commission retail prices in 
Belfast have dropped by 20%. Clearly the shop- 
keepers do not love publicity! If a 
margin of 20% ean be dropped by. the mere 
threat of inquiry, how much could be dropped 
if prices were to fixed on a just basis, giving 
a reasonable profit to all parties? Perhaps the 
price-fixing bacillus has not matured sufficiently 
im Belfast to resist} exposure, but certain it is 
that, whatever ite atrength. in Dublin, there is 
no doubt that it is very widespread and very 
effective. 

The way is clear to our Government. They 
should appoint a public commission to go into 
the cost of living, with power to probe into 
all transactions from the field to the counter, 
to give the publie a true nt of how prices 
are arrived at in Dublin and other cities, and 
to get from the public true, public and sworn 
statements of expenditure by families. The

PRINTING TRADE WAGES, 


A meeting of the Dublin Printing and 
Kindred Trades’ Alliance was held in Denmark 
House, Great Denmark street, Dublin, last night 
to consider the proposed reduction of wages in 
the printing trade.

RECONSTRUCTION, 


Reconstruction work is proceeding in Dublin 
and in provincial cities and towns, but the 
number of buildings to be-erected is so large 
that it will take a very considerable time. Im- 
proved housing schemes for the working classes 
are also being taken in hand by several muni- 
cipal bodies, and the Provisional Government 
has provided a grant of £1,000,000 in aid. Bel- 
fast Corporation has authorised the erection of 
200 houses—100 to have two bedrooms and 100 
three bedrooms, and all to have bathrooms, scul- 
leries, etc. In connection with reconstruction, 
and the erection of houses generally, the fol-

The Committee suggest the new 
bill be drafted to provide for the appointment 
of a other than the official arbitrator 
under the Acquisition of Land (Assessment of 
Compensation) Act, 1919, to act as arbitrator in 
case of com y acquisition of land should 
the Corporation so desire. It is further sug- 
gested to deal with cases of narrow frontages 
adjoining large ises in such a way as to 
obviate the unsightly and  ill-balan effect 
which has resulted in some cases under the 
former Act, — 

The Committee also suggest that the Corpora- 
tion should seek authority to put the fee simple 
of derelict premises up for sale, subject to an 
obligation to rebuild immediately without the 
Corporation itself purchasing same; and also 
the substitution of a clause providing for ex- 
emption from rates of new buildings other than 
temporary buildings until March 31, 1924.

ROYAL INSTITUTE OF 
ARCHITECTS OF, IRELAND. 


The Royal Institute of the Architects of Ire 
land was founded in the year 1839 for the gene- 
ral advancement of architecture, the main- 
tenance of the interests, status and uniformity 
of practice of the profession, the maintenance 
of communication and friendly relations with 
other bodies associated for similar purposes 

The Institute consists of students, members, 
and fellows, honorary members and honorary 
corresponding members. Students must have 
attained the age of nineteen years, and (a) have 
signed articles for at least three years to a 
member of the Institute, or of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, or of the. Sccieties 
for the time being allied to it; and <b) bave 
passed. such examination as may be from time 
to time prescribed. Candidates for membership 
must be architects of good repute, who have 
attained the age of twenty-three years, and (a) 
who shall have been students of the Institute 
for at least two years, or (b) who have been 
engaged for at least seven successive years in 
practice as principals, and who are, in the 
opinion of the Council, fit and proper persons 
to be admitted to membership; or (c) who shall 
have passed the Associateship Examination of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects for the 
time being. Fellows may be elected from the 
rank of members by a general vote of members, 
provided that they have attained the age of 
thirty years, and have been engaged for ten 
successive years in the practice of architecture 
ag principals. Persons, not being in practice in 
@reat Britain or Ireland, who are eminent for 
their works or scientific acquirements, are 
eligible to be associated to the Institute with. 
out any contribution’ under the designation of 
honorary members if resident within the United 
Kingdom, or of honorary corresponding mem- 
bers if resident abroad. 

The management and direction of the affairs 
of the Institute are in the hands of a Council, 
consisting of the President, Vice-President, 
Hon. Secretary, Hon. Treasurer, nine members, 
a representative of the Architectural Associa- 
tion of Ireland, and as ex-officio members the 
Past Presidents of the Institute. Meetings of 
the Council are held every month except July, 
August, and September, and the general meet- 
ings are beld in February, April, June, and 
November, The annual general meeting is held

The Institution of Civil Engineers of Ireland 
wag established in 1835, and incorporated by 
Royal Charter in 1877 for promoting the “ ac- 
quisition of” that species of knowle edge which 
appertains to the rofessions of civil and 
mechanical engineers,’ and for the general ad- 
vancement of engineering and ‘mechanical 
science. One of the objects which the imstitu- 
tion aims at is the attainment of an Act of 
Parliament for the registration of qualified prac- 
titioners in architecture, civil engineering, and 
surveying, At present any person may set up 
in business as a eivil engineer, surveyor, or 
architect. There are so many branches of the 
engineering profession that it has not been 
found possible up to the present to devise a 
measure sufficiently comprehensive to satisfy all 
those with legitimate claims to .inclusion, but 
hopes are entertained that under the new go- 
vernment in Irelasd such a desirable reform 
may be achieved. 

The affaire of the institution are conducted by 
a Council, which consists of the President, two 
Vice-Presidents, Hon. Secretary, and eight 
other members of Council, together with the 
past presidents. The session of the institution 
commences in November and continues until 
May, when the annua! general meeting is held 
and the Council for the next year elected. 
Ordinary meetings are held in the rooms at 
Dawson street on the first Monday im each 
month, and at these many lectures are de- 
livered on varied subjects of interest to the 
members, who participate in the discussions 
that follow. 

A valuable feature of the institution is the 
library in the rooms at Dawson street, where 
a complete record of its transactions is kept 
in annual volumes, and those interested have 
available the works of experts in every branch 
of architecture and engineering. Here 
also are kept the records of the principal 
engineering and scientific societies of Great 
Britain, America, and Canada. The member 
ship of the imstitution includes many distin- 
uished engineers now holding si od i- 
uil in India, Africa, America, Canada, New 
Zealand, Australia, ete.
